Ohio Deaf Fight 
Aided By Unions 

The current fight being put up 
by the deaf in Ohio to secure suf¬ 
ficient funds for building of a new 
school has had -wholehearted back¬ 
ing from the leaders o*f the labor 
unions in Ohio. The Columbus, 
Ohio, labor paper has carried pic¬ 
tures, feature stories and editorials 
on the condition of the present 
schools for the deaf and for the 
blind. Both institutions have 
buildings that are in very bad 
condition and should be replaced 
at once. 

At one time the heads of several 
unions, including some from the 
building trades unions, inspected the 
Ohio School for the Deaf buildings 
and noted many things that made 
the buildings very dangerous for 
the students living there. Through 
their newspaper and their influence 
in the state legislature the Unions 
are trying to help the cause of both 
the deaf and the blind. 

A recent communication from the 
Ohio Federation of Deaf Organiza¬ 
tions gave evidence of partial suc¬ 
cess of the group. The Governor 
had recommended renewing a for¬ 
mer appropriation for new build¬ 
ings that wias due to die out'be¬ 
cause the money had not yet been 
used. 'The sum set aside several 
years ago for a new school was 
hold up because an investigation 
was being made to determine the 
better method of teaching the deaf, 
the combined system or the pure 
oral system. Also, the increase in 
cost of building had made the for¬ 
mer sum of money insufficient for 
desirable buildings. It had been 
feared that the Governor would not 
include a recommendation for 
again setting aside money for the 
school building. However, the hope 
had been for increased appropria¬ 
tions which were not forthcoming. 
It seems that the Governor has 
other plans which he will not dis¬ 
close at this time. 

The Ohio deaf working through 
a lawyer have managed to tell their 
story to many people in Ohio and 
have even enlisted the use of tele¬ 
vision and regular radio broad¬ 
casts.

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Editorial— 

Ye Ed recently had the pleasure 
of attending the Convention of 
American Instructors of the Deaf 
at the Illinois School in Jackson¬ 
ville, Illinois. And the greatest 
pleasure of all come from the out¬ 
standing achievement of the deaf 
teachers who in a section of their 
own produced a number of very 
important discussions on the edu¬ 
cation of the deaf. Considering 
that about a fourth of those at¬ 
tending the meetings were deaf 
and the number of deaf teachers in 
the schools for the deaf is certainly 
not anywhere near a quarter of the 
total number of teachers, we can 
feel that the deaf teachers of the 
deaf are not laying down on the 
job. 'We certainly hope that this 
opens the eyes of some superin¬ 
tendents who are not hiring many 
deaf teachers. 

'Another stimulating fact was the 
forward looking steps taken by the 
vocational teachers who joined to¬ 
gether in an association that will 
in time join with a national as¬ 
sociation of vocational teachers for 
their oWn self improvement. Con¬ 
sidering the great part that voca¬ 
tional training plays in the after 
school life of the average graduate 
of our schools, this is a very good 
thing. 

Research into better methods of 
teaching and better application of 
present day methods of teaching 


to the work in our schools was 
pushed at this meeting and should 
soon start to show better results in 
our residental and day schools for 
the deaf. 

If space permitted, we would like 
to give you a longer Story on the 
troubles of the deaf in Ohio and 
what they have done to try and 
secure a new school for the deaf 
operating on the principles of our 
school here in Indiana and SO' many 
of the state schools in our country. 
The Ohio fight has largely been 
brought about by the old fight be¬ 
tween the oralists and the com¬ 
bined method group. It is not 
necessary to debate the oral-com¬ 
bined problem here, our readers 
known from actual living exper¬ 
ience the way of education that 
has proved to be best for us. 

The lesson to be learned from the 
situation in Ohio is that we may 
soon be faced with the same thing 
here in Indiana. There is at this 
time an operating day school in 
Evansville. In so far as we know 
it is the only such class for the 
deaf outside of our state school in 
Indianapolis. But, the Evansville 
one room school can grow: into 
something that will threaten our 
school and the education given to 
deaf children as yet unborn. We 
would like to have a lot of think¬ 
ing done about this among the 
deaf of Indiana and plans laid for 
a strong foundation on which to 
stand when and if the time comes 
that we must fight as the Ohio 
deaf must fight now. 'There pro¬ 
mises to be a reunion of the IAD 
in 1050, we are hoping that we can 
make plans and be ready after that 
meeting to face any issue that may 
come.
